CENSORSHIP ON ALL NEWS 
ABOLISHED BY THE CZAR 


tT PETERSBURG, February 19.— 
S The Russian government today abol- 

ished the censorship upon all news 
and other telegrams going abroad. 

The lifting of the embargo, which has 
existed for generations upon the free 
transmission of news from the Russian 
empire, came as a direct result of consid- 
eration of the subject by the czar him- 
self and in some respects this abolition is 
regarded here as the most important act 
since the emancipation of the serfs. 

Under the regime allowing perfect free- 
dom to the foreign press it is belleved that 


Russia will soon cease: to be. constantly 
subjected to underground attack, and that 
she will see herself through honest re- 
spects, Officials believe that new systems 
will stop misrepresentation of Russian in- 
ternal affairs and the spread of libel sup- 
plied by enemies of Russta. 

M. Plehve, minister of the interior, and 
Count Lamsdorff, the foreign minister, 
both joined in the recommendation that 
the censorship be abolished. 

The internal censorship is to be retained, 
but foreign dispatches are to be entirely 
free. Military censorship will continue 
at the seat of war.

Washington, February’ 1!9.—Secretary 
Hay has been informed that Edwin-Mor- 
gan will not be granted an exemiatur 
by the Russian government authorizing 
him to act as United States consul] at 
Dalny. Mr. Morgan is now on his way 
from Washington to his post. He will 
sail from San Francisco and touch at 
Yokohama, at which point the state de- 
partment will be able to advise him a 
month hence. 

This decision on the part of the Rus- 
sian government was not altogether un- 
expected, but it Is the subject of grave 
consideration by the state department 
Officials, Secretary Hay regarding the 
matter of sufficient important to war- 
rant a personal visit to the white house, 
where he presented the facts to the pres- 
ident. A decision has not at this time 
been reached as to the answer to be 
made to the Russian government. 

It is said the reasons assigned for the 
declination to receive Mr. Morgan are 
entirely impersonal. In fact, Mr. Mor- 
wan has been for several vears one o1 
the American secretaries of embassy at 
St. Petersburg, is very popular with the 
Russian officials, who would be glad to 
receive him as consul if political consid- 
eration did not forbid. It is explained 
that the reason for Russia's action is 
purely military; the army officers desir- 
ing that there shall be no foreign offi- 
clals on the Liao Tung peninsular during 
the progress of hostilities. 

They fear that they may not be able 
to afford such officials a proper measure 
of protection in times of violence, It ig 
also suggested that as the United States 
consul would be charged with the respon- 
sibility for protection of the Japanese 
there would be Many chances for severe 
friction, which it is desirable to avoid. 
But many things may happen, it is 
pointed out, before Mr. Morgan arrives 
even at Japan, which will determine the 
course of the State department, and it is 
suggested that there a possibility 
that the Russians may not be masters 
of the Lioa Tung peninsula when the 
consul arrives.

Official Story of the Contest 
Of Chemulpo 


According to ths Pussian Officers 
the Korietz and Variag Sunk 
Two Japanese Warships Be- 
fore Being Destroyed. 

44 Russians Killed. 


St. Petersburg, February !9.—The gov- 
ernment report of the naval action off 
Chemulpo, Korea, February 8, says the 
Russian cruisers Variag and Korletz sank 
nh Japanese cruiser and a torpedo boat de- 
stroyer and crippled another vessel be- 
fore réturning to the harbor. 

The government today received from 
the officers of the Variag and Kortetz, 


who are now at Shanghai, their ac- 
count of the fight at Chemulpo, The 
accounts show the admirable handling 
of the two Russian warships in the face 
of overwhelming odds. The officers con- 
firm the statements that when the Jap- 
Anese squadron of eight warships ap- 
peared off Chemulpo they were met by 
the small torpedo gunboat’ Korietz, 
which had been sent out to reconnoiter; 
that the Korietz, on sighting the Jap- 
anese squadron, immediately returned to 
the harbor and rejoined the Variag, and 
that the Japanese followed to the mouth 
of the harbor and sent the Russians a 
peremptory smmmons to sufrrender. 

This message, the officers add, was dis- 
regarded, whereupon the Japantse threat- 
ened to enter the harbor and engage 
the Russians there. As this would have 
endangered the other vessels in the har- 
bor, including the French and other for- 
eign warships, Captain Roudnef, of the 
Variag, as senior officer, boldly gave or- 
ders that both vessels steam out and 
meet the enemy. The fight outside be- 
tween the Variag and the Korietz and 
the eight Japanese warships resulted, ac- 
cording to the officers’ report, in the 
einking of two Japanese warships, one 
cruiser and one torpedo boat destroyer, 
and the’ crippling of another. 

The Russian ships were repeatedly 
struck, but they succeeded in reentering 
the harbor, where the captains decided 
to blow up their ships to prevent them 
from faling into the hands of the ene- 
my. The survivors of the crews were 
taken off and the two warships were set 
on fire. The Russians also blew up a 
@mall steamer, the Sungari, which was 
ecting as a tender to the Variag. 

The official report of the Chemulpo 
fight gives the losses on the Variag at 
one officer and thirty-three men _ kiled, 
two officers slightly wounded and sev- 
enteen men severely wounded. There 
were no losses on board the Korietz.

JAPAN FIGHTING 
IN SELF DEFENSE 


Statement Is Made to China 
by the Mikado, 


I 


China Is Assured That Her Neutral- 
ity Will Be Respected So Long 
as Russia Does the Same. 
War Not Being Waged 
for Conquest, 


Tokio, February !9.—The response of 
Japan to the Tequest of China for a 
statement of its position in regard to the 
neutrality of the latter country was made 
public today. Its text is as follows: 

“The imperial government desiring to 
avoid as far ag possible a disturbance of 
the peaceful condition of affairs which 
prevail in China, will in all parts of Chi- 
nese territory, excepting the regions now 
occupled by Russia, respect the neutral- 
ity of China, so long as Russia does the 
same. 

“The rules of war which govern the 
forces of Japan in the fleld do not per- 
mit the wanton destruction of property. 
Accordingtly, the imperial Chinese gov- 
ernment may rest assured that the mau- 
soleums and palaces at Mukden and 
Hsing-Kiang and public buildings in Chi- 
na everywhere will be secure from any 
injury not attributable to the action of 


Russia. 

“Furthermore, the rights of Cninese of- 
ficials and inhabitants within the zone of 
military operations will in their persons 
and property be fully respected and pro- 
tected by impérial forces, so far ag mil- 
itary necessity permits. In the event, 
however, that they should extend aid or 
comfort to the enemy of Japan, the im- 
perial government reserve to themselves 
the right to take such action as the cir- 
cumstances require. 

“Tt remains to say in conclusion that 
the war is not being waged by the Japa- 
nese for the purpose of conquest, but 
solely in defense of her legitimate inter- 
ests, and consequently the imperial gov- 
ernment have no intention to acquire ter- 
ritory at the expense of China as a re- 
sult of the conflict. 

“The imperial government also wish the 
imperial Chinese government to clearly 
understand that whatever action may he 
taken by them on Chinese territory, 
which is made the theater of war, will 
be the result of military necessity and 
not impairment of Chinese sovereignty.”

DY DYNAMITE 


Two Car Loads of the Ex- 
plosive Let bo 


Twenty-three Men Killed and as 
Many More Injured — Large 
Amount of Property De- 
stroyedExplosion Oc- 
curred in Utah. 


Ogden, Utah, February !9.—Two cars 
of dynamite attached to a work train 
On the Ogden-Lucien cut off of the 
Southern Pacifié railroad exploded with 
terrific force late this afternoon at Jack- 
son station, 88 miles west of Ogden, kill- 
ing at least twenty-three persons, injur- 
ing as many more and destroying an large 
amount of property. 

The list of the dead and injureg had not 
been received up to midnight, but it is 
thought a large proportion of the victims 
were Greek laborers. Among the known 
dead are Conductor George Dermody, of 
Ogden, and his train crew. [It 
reported that a fireman named Rurt with 
his wife and three children were killed. 
The explosion wrecked everything within 
a radius of a half mile. 

Jackson station was used principally 
as a telegraph station, but a number of 
outfit cars were sidetracked at the place 
for the accommodation of the workmen 
and their families. Some of these cars, 
it is stated, were close to where the 
explosion occurred. The occupants, it 
is believed, were blown to s#ieces. The 
telegraph operator's house was badly 
damaged and Operator Tavlor and his 
wife injured. 

The accident was caused by a water 
train running into the two cars loaded 
with powder. Five locomotives were re- 
duced to scrap iron and the big steam 
Shovel at Jackson station was complete- 
ly demolished. Late tonight a train ar- 
rived from Jackson bringing twelve of 
the injured. Some of them were ap- 
parently lifeless,

There was much said of bribe 
offering, direct or indirect, to sécure 
favors from the subordinate officials of 
Swayne's court in bankruptcy cases and 
it was alleged that one man, supposed 
to have incurred Swayne's disfavor, com- 
mitted suicide rather than face his rage 
in court.

N NATIVE SOIL 


Last Honors Paid the Dead 
Senator at Cleveland 


Church Was Closed to All Save the 
Members of the Funeral Party. 
J. Pierpont Morgan One of 
Those Who Attended 
Funeral. 


Cleveland, February 19.—The nation, 
State and home city of Senator Marcus A. 
Hg@nna bestowed upon him this afternoon 
sts last honors. Funeral services over the 
remains of the dead statesman were heid 
in St. Paul Episcopal church. QMhortly 
after the noon hour the casket was taken 
from the chamber of commerce audito- 
rium and the funeral procession took up 
its slow march to the church, 2 miles 
away. 

At the head of the column rode a pla- 
toon of twelve mounted police followed 
by three platoons of Troop A, all mount- 
ed on black horses, and with swords at 
Carry. The hearse came next, and was 
followed by 100 carriages, carrying the 
Pall bearers and official guests, which in- 
cluded members of President Roosevelt's 
cabinet, Governor Herrick’s staff, the del- 
egations from the senate’ and house of 
representatives, members of the Ohio leg- 
islature, city officials and delegations 
from several civic organizations. Immense 
throngs of people lined both sides of Eu- 
clid avenue from the down-town section 
to the church entrance. 

When the body and its escort reached 
the church the edifice was closed to all 
but members of the funeral party. The 
pallbearers received the flower covered 
Casket from the hearse and with bared 
heads bore it into the church, and placed 
it upon the catafalque in front of the al- 
tar. The casket was closely followed by 
members of the Hanna family. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, the New York financier, was of 
the family party and escorted Miss 


Phelps, a member of the Hanna house- 
hold. 


Bishop Leonard’s Eulogy. 

The body was met at ‘the church doo 
by the o..clating clergymen, Right Rev. 
W. A. Leonard, bishop of Ohio; Dr. G. 
H. McGrew, rector of St. Paul church; 
President W. F. Pierce, of s-onyon col- 
lege, an institution which has been great- 
ly benefitted by Senator Hanna's liber- 
ality, and Rev. W. H. Jones, rector of 
St. John Episcopal church, of which 
the dead man was a member, who spoke 
the usual sentences @s the body was 
borne down the alsle. 

The customary service was read, and 
Bishop Leonard delivered an eloquent 
eulegy. The bishop tafd stress upon Mr. 
Hanna's intergrity, purpose, fullness 
and service to humanity. Integrity, said 
the bishop, was a keynote in his life. 

“It is this word that is carven deep 
upon the stone that marks the long and 
useful business career. He was not 
only honest, but he was fair and just in 
all his dealings. He was respected by. 
every one in his employ. ‘Bach man of 
the hundreds that look up to him, felt 
in the master mind there was always the 
clear, unshakable element of integrity. 
His fleld was an open one, and his meth- 
ods were never belittling or degrading. 
He its an example te the young men of 
our country who would achieve success 
in any department of endeavor. 

“Then, too, he was a purposeful man. 
He had definite objects in life. He had 
aims to achieve, goals to reach, stand- 
ards to attain. Clear visions, quick in 
his perceptions; his diagnosis of a sit- 
uation was rap;:d and searching. And 
then when he had determined upon his 
duty, how positively and persistently and 
patiently and fearlessly he moved to- 
wards its compassing. I think he would 
have disdained a mean or an evil 
course. 

“And finally, how true and tender of 
heart he was. He reached the highest 
level In life, buf it did not spoil him. His 
good heart was untouched by any canker 
of pride or orrogance. Would you see him

The body was deposited in a 
crypt in the chapel. 

As a mark of respect for the dead, bus- 
iness was abandoned from !2 to 2 o'clock 
throughout the city. For five minutes, 
from _.! o’clock to 1:05 o'clock, traffic on 
all steam and electric roads was suspend- 
ed. During a portion of that time people 
stood with bowed heads. 

The body of Senator Hanna ley in state 
in the chamber of commerce from 6 
o'clock until a few minutes past I! o'clock 
this morning, as it did the preceding day, 
and during that time it was viewed by 
25,000 people. Several thousand still stood 
in line when the doors were closed. 

Last Letter Written by Hanna. 

Washington, February 1!9.—President 
Roosevelt was the recipient of the last 
letter written by Senator Hanna, It was 
written on the Tuesday prior to his 
death and was purely a personal note 
acknowledging the president’s thought- 
fulness and consideration in expressing 
hig personal interest in the’ senator's 
sickness. The latter now is in the hands 
of the senator’s family, It is to be pho- 
tographed for preservation. The original 
will be returned to the president who will 
keep it. 

Federal Offices Closed. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Febraury !19.—By di- 
rection of President Roosevelt all the 
federal offices in Cincinnati cipsed at I! 
Pp. m. as a mark of respect to the mem- 
ory of the late Senator Hanna. The Uni- 
ted States courts after ordering resolu- 
tions in honor of the deceased senator, 
offered by Edward ColSton, entered on 
the journal, adjourned as a further mark 
of respect. All the local courts adjourn- 
ed and the chamber of commerce and 
the stock exchange adjourned at 4 p. m, 
The traction companies power was or- 
dered shut off for five minytes at !

ARKANSAS MOB 
BURNS A NEGRO 


Black Murderer Pays Pen- 
alty of His Crime Near 
Crossett. 


Little Rock, Ark., February 19.—Glenco 
Bays, a negro, was hunted down by a 
mob and burned at the stake late yester- 
day near Crossett for the murder of J. 
D. Stephens, a deputy sheriff of Ashley 
county.

A 
mob, several hundred strong, surged 
around and dragged forth the murderer, 
who made a full confession, 

With hands and feet tied he was bound 
to a stake and brush was piled around it. 
The torch was applied and the man slow- 
ly burned to death. All is now quiet in 
the vicinity of the tragedy. 

The funeral of Deputy Sheriff Stephens 
will occur tomorrow.

NO TRUE BILL 


BY GRAND JURY 


First Report on Iroquois Dis- 
aster Exonerates Theater’s 
Fireman. 


Chicago, February !9.—The first tan- 
gible result of the special grand jury 
inquiry into the Iroquois theater disastey 
has been the exoneration of W. C. Sal- 
lers, fireman at the theater, and one of 
the eight persons held by the coroner's 
jury. The decision to return a ‘‘fno bill” 
in the case of the fireman was followed 
by the issuance of a subpena for Sallers 
to appear as a_ witness. Sallers’ evi- 
dence will practically close the inquiry. 

The task before the jury, after complet- 
ing the hearing of witnesses and the 
study of evidence of those held by the 
coroner and not called, is one of many 
complications. In order to hold any 
person for manslaughter the jury, it is 
said, must first determine that that per- 
gon was, through culpable carelessness 
or neglect, responsible for conditions 
which were the primary cause of the 
death 6f one or more persons in the au- 
dience. 

Having determined who of the theatér 
management was responsible for the ab- 
sence of adequate fire protection, the 
jury will face the question as to whether 
the city officials who failed in their duty 
to enforce the ordinance are also amen- 
able to a homicide charge. If these 
officials cannot be held for homicide they 
may be held for misfeasance, 

The jury has accepted the theory that 
an electric fan operating in the air vent 
of the rear wall drew the wave of fire 
from the stage into the auditorium. 


W. A, PATRICK KILLS HIMSELF

County Shoots Himself Through 
Head and Dies—Il Health 
Supposed To Be Cause 
of Rash Act,

‘Leader Brayton Denounces He- 
tional Committeeman, 


Claims Capers Once Took Part in 
Lynching Three Negroes—Traf- 
fice in Offices and Barefaced 
Duplicity Alleged by 
Beyston. 


Columbia, 8S. C., February 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ellery M. Brayton, leader of the 
lily white faction of the republican party 
in South Carolina, in a card to a news- 
paper, makes sensational charges against 
Nattonal Committeeman John G. Cpers. 

After commenting upon the manner in 
which Mr. Capers dominated the proceed- 
ings of the recent meeting of the repub- 
lican state executive committee, of which 
he was neither a member nor the holder 


of a proxy, Mr. Brayton, among other 
things, says: 


Charges Against Capers. 


“I am informed and believe from cred- 
itable™ testimony that Mr. Capers was 
present and implicated in the lynching 
of three colored men in Lexington coun- 
ty, Sotth Carolina, about twelve years 
ago. That this is a vital and disqualify- 
ing accusation, if true, against any one 
seeking to control the action ef the re- 
publican party is manifest: No argument 
or appeal can be needed to cause the 
republicans to spurn and repudiate the 
leadership of one tainted with this crime. 

“Others may condone and even approve 
of this fast-threatening evil, but no one 
would believe that the race which ‘is the 
victim of this barbarity would entrust its 
political interests in the keeping of a 
lyncher. And at this particular junc- 
ture when Governor Heyward is appeal- 
ing to the legislature to take steps to 
prevent this demoralizing and debasing 
crime, and President Roosevelt's magni- 
ficent letter to the governor of Indiana 
calling the attention of the country to 
its dire consequences, is having its effect, 
it seems incredible that the administra- 
tion should twice have been imposed 
upon, and the republicans of this state, 
in their already wretched condition, af- 
flicted with such an incubus. I recall 
that Editor N. G. Gonzales was hung in 
effigy in this city for condemning lynch- 
ing.

wait for another opportunity. 

“When the administration sees Mr. Ca- 
pers in close fellowship with Chairman 

» whom he has been denouncing, and 
with whom he said his self-respect would 
not allow him to confer as a member 
of the subcommittee appointed to agree 
upon a candidate for collector of customs 
(neither one of them having retracted the 
vile things said of each other) and take 
note of the charges and camplaints 
against him, he will find himself dis- 
carded. He cannot stand an investiga- 
tion and will not seek vindication.

Officer Lindsey Tells What He 
Knew on Barber Branning, 


Mrs. Branning Took a Hand in In- 
vestigation—Justice Orr Held 
Officer on Technical Charge 
of Assault and 
Battery. 


The trial of Policeman I. H. Lindsey 
resulted in an investigation before Jus- 
tice Orr wit# decidedly sensationa!] feat- 
ures. Lindsey was erraigned yesterday 
morning at 9:30 o'clock on a warrant 
sworn out by George O. Branning, a bar- 
ber, charging the officer with assault and 
battery. 

Branning testified that LZdndsey with 
Officer Gallaher entered his barbershop 
at No. 14% West Mitchell street. He said 
that Lindsey cursed and abused him and 
caught him by the arm to shove him 
back into a chair. He claimed that he had 
gone to LAndsey’s home, No. 68 Walker 
street, with four other men to give a ser- 
enade and that he did not think he was 
trespassing. “‘Lindsey’s visit to the bar- 
‘ershop,’’ the prosecutor stated, ‘“‘was 
about the serenade.”’ 

Other barbers corroborated Branning’s 
evidence. 

Then Officer Lindsey took the stand, 
and the sensational matters came out. 
Mrs. Branning was in court and she 
closely watched the officer as he testified. 

‘TT will go back to the beginning,” state 
ed Lindsey ‘‘and tell the whole story. 
This man Branning has a bad character, 
He was wanted by the police a few 
months ago on the charge of leading 
astray a young girl. He had separated 
from his wife twice.’’ 

Mrs. Branning sprang to her feet and 
exclaimed: 

“That's not true, air. My husband 
never left me but once and he had cause 
to do it that time.” _ 

Before she could say more she was 
led to her seat and induced to keep quiet. 

Officer Lindsey proceeded with his 
story. 

‘The young girl whom Branning was 
charged with leading astray was taken to 
the police barracks and that same night 
Mrs. Branning went there and asked to 
see her. I was ‘told by the police matron 
that Mrs. Branning had a pistol and it 
was believed it was her intention to shoot 
the young girl. Knowing’ Branning’s 
character as I did I asked him to keep 
away from my house, as he was a mar- 
ried man and there was a young girl 
there under my protection. He went there 
again Wednesday night and was made to 
leave before I could see him. I went to 
his shop the next morning. not to have 
trouble, but to tell him that he must 
never visit my home again. I teok hold 
of him to make him st down as he start- 
ed toward his razor case. I had Officer 
Gallaher with me merely to hear what 
{ had to sav.” 

Justice Orr said that he recognized the 
fact that a man had the right to protect 
his home, but under a strict construction 
of the law Officer Lindsey did not havea 
right to enter Branning'’s place of busi- 
ness and lay a hand on him. 

“The facts show a case of assault and 
battery from a technical standpoint,” 
stated the justice, ‘‘and I will require 
Lindsey to give a small bond of $100.”’ 

The bond was immeégfately made and 
Lindsey was released.

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Why America Is Pro-Japanese. | 

From the moment last autumn 
when the diplomatic interchange be- 
tween Russia and Japan foreshadow- 
ed inexorably the long-deferred war, 
up to the publication of the latest 
report from the Far Eastern battle 
ground, there has been uncertain- 
ty regarding the attitude of the peo- 
ple of the United States. Clear-cut, 
unequivocal, irrespective of political, 
religious or sectional distinction, the 
national sympathy has been with 
Japan. The necromantic ease with 
which the mikado’s subjects sent to 
Davy Jones’ locker, or otherwise dis- 
allied the staunchest vessels of the 
ezar’s navy, drew a responsive thrill 
of admiration and applause from the 
fighting heart of this big country. 

Thus, since the thud of the first 
torpedo at Port Arthur, American 
sentiment has been depressed or op- 
timistic, as the pendulum of prophet- 
ic discussion swung to the. ultimate 
failure or success of Japanese arms. 
Naturally their has been a scurrying 
investigation of the causes underly- 
ing this strikingly unanimous ex- 
pression, and the motives assigned 
have been as variegated and pictur- 
esque as the excuses of the embar- 
rassed Russian admiral. The follow- 
ing explanation which, without 
touching the exact core, comes near- 
er than any views we have seen pre- 
sented, is reproduced from The 
Journal of the American Asiatic As- 
sociation: 

The public opinion of the United States 
has pronounced itself with remarkable 
unanimity in favor of Japan and against 
the pretensions of Russia. With but few 
exceptions, ‘the leading mewspapers of 
the country are anti-Russian; and the 
side which has the sympathies of our 
government is that of Japan. That the 
permitted utterances of the Russian press 
should show a good deal of feeling in 
regard to the apparent alienation of 
American sentiment is not a matter of 
surprise. The legend that American 
friendship could be steadily counted on 
as a return for the attitude of Russia 
during our civil war, has been most sed- 
ulously nursed, and was thought to be 
one of the most valuable assets of Rus- 
sia diplomacy. The growing perception 
of the highly unsubstantial nature of 
the services rendered by Russia to the 
cause of the union, has had something to 
do with qualifying the feeling of grati- 
tude, but t ffective cause of the al- 
most total extinction of pro-Russian feel- 
ing here must be sought in the reasons 
which have combined to make Russia de- 
spised and distrusted throughout the Civ- 
ilized world. A government’ without 
honor, scruple, or common honesty; the 
natural foe of all liberty and all en- 
lightenment?® can hardly wonder at the 
position of isolation in which it finds it- 
self in the present crisis of its affairs. A 
diplomacy of unblushing falsehood and®a 
policy of brute force are the weapons 
which Russia has eteadily employed in 
her advance fron? the Ural mountains to 
the Pacific. A frontier that no treaties 
could confine, and a lust for territory 
that no concessions could satisfy, have 
been the uniform accompaniments of the 
Secular advance of ‘tthe empire of the 
czars. It Is a perception of the fact that 
Japan ig fighting the battle of civiliza- 
tion in resisting the further progress of 
a wower whose influence falls like a 
blight on everything it touches, that, 
apart from all special considerations of 
trade, or of national interest, has created 
a sentiment amOMg the American people 
which can hardly fail to determine the 
attitude of their government during the 
course and at the conclusion of the im- 
pending conflict. 

This theory is thoroughly tenable 
—incisive, trenchant, undeniable. 
But it is not sufficient. It cannot ac- 
count for the broad, vital, pugnacious 
tide of sympathy, of moral and ver- 
bal support which has been accorded 
Japan, not alone from this country 
but practically the entire European 
concert, with the one exception of 
France. 

England frankly rejoices in the 
plight of the Muscovites, even show- 
ing symptoms of wanting to make it 
more undesirable; Germany encour- 
ages the retiring Japanese minister 
to linger at her capital, issuing pre- 
dictions and Japanese propaganda; 
France alone sheds a mawkish tear 
for the Bear, For the dynamic rea- 
son that Parisian bankers hold 
enormous quantities of Russian 
lyonds, ingenious French préss claq- 
uers are striving to foment Japopho- 
bia, speciously declaring that Russia 
is carrying the white man’s burden 
in stemming the crushing flow of the 
“yellow peril.” -So apparent is the 
motive of this stand that it cannot 
be considered as affecting the over- 
whelming pro-Japanese sentiment of 
Europe. 

Since the plush-covered-steel-gaunt- 
let diplomacy of Russia, and her fac- 
ulty for expansion through the brute- 
force absorption of inimical peoples 
cannot fully explain the prejudice 
against her Far Eastern campaign, 
we turn to the other unavoidable al- 
ternative—the issue of the “open 
door.” 

All the millions ypon millions of 
square miles of Chinese domain are 
inhabited by unenumefated hordes of 
human beings who need now, and 
who will need still more in the fu- 
ture, the surplus raw and manufac- 
tured products from the United 
States and other Occidental. nations. 
In the three items alone of cotton 
cloths, mimeral oils and wheat flour, 
our exports lest year te the land of Tsi 
An aggregated $18,430,244. These 
products went in through the few 
treaty ports open .to. the United 
States, The other civilized nations 
transa@ted proportionate business 
with China. Now if, with the door 
but half open and their wants but the 
elemental oe of an undeveloped, 
uncivilized people, the eastern world 
finds the people of China such infinite- 
ly remunerative buyersin the present, 
who can blame the thrifty folk of the 
United States and the European na- 
tions for demanding conditions which 
shall not only perpetuate this market, 


- but uncover as well all its undreamt- 


of possibilities? 

The wonderfully expanding indus- 
tries of the United States, particular- 
ly those of this section, plead compell- 


ingly for a free play for pusiness in 
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[the Orient. The “open door” is most 
intimately connected with the clamor 
for the isthmian canal. The think- 
ing American realizes that we pos- 
sess now but a fractional part of the 
stupendous volume of trade, which 
will turn in this direction when our 
commercial squadrons invade the fur- 
thermost recesses of the Sunflower 
Kingdom. This same thought is in 
the minds of those men who are re- 
sponsible for the formation of the pol- 
icies and opinions of the most virile 
European states. The mighty battles 
of the future will be commercial bat- 
tles. The auspicious ground for action 
is vast China, unexplored, unfathom- 
ed, but whose people are. of that 
plastic raw material susceptible of 
being moulded into richly paying cus- 
tomers. 

The entire world, with the excep- 
tion of Russia, is a unit for the open 
door policy in the east, and in Man- 
churia particularly, at this time. 

Japan, at the close of the Chino- 
Japanese war in 1894, irrevocably 
pledged her honor to the fulfillment of 
that policy. Only a few days ago she 
reaffirmed that promise, stating spe- 
cifically and in the most unmistakable 
terms, her willingness and determi- 
nation to throw open the doors to 
commerce, wherever in her power to 
do so. Isolated herself, with few 
native resources, the England of the 
east, with her only assets an uncon- 
queraliie patriotism and national un- 
rest under restraint, she is naturally 
and finally, an exponent of free 
trade and the unrestricted activity of 
quickening, cultivating forces in her 
own and adjacent territory. 

Russia, with her vast steppes hid- 
den by waving wheat; her untold 
mineral treasures but lightly broach- 
ed; her commercial instinct and 
prowess newly awakened to the pos- 
sibilities and fiercely burning for the 
first time, is a constitutional and un- 
relenting enemy to _ fnternational 
competition and the open door. She 
covets those hundreds of millions of 
Chinamen as customers for the fin- 
ished products which her acumen and 
avarice plan for the future; with dia- 
bolical genius she is creating obsta- 
cles which shall delay the opening of 
China and give her the supreme mas- 
tery when he: own crude resources 
shall have been developed. Never in 
her history, have her machiavellian 
ministers made a definite guarantee 
to preserve an “open door.” On the 
contrary all the forces of the “little 
father’s” vast strength will be spent 
on blocking up ali commercial en- 
trances to the Chinese empire, with 
here and there doors which will only 
swing open at the word from Russian- 
born traders and commercial captains. 

Japan for fair, free-for-all competi- 
tion in the East! 

Russia for hermetically sealed doors 
and implacable rejection to all foreign 
overtures. 

That, at least, is the idea of the 
public. 

Is it any wonder that world-senti- 
ment should incline so overpowering- 
ly to the little soldiers of another 
race, who are fighting the world’s 
commercial battles against a_ policy 
of unrelenting monopoly? 
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Some Lessons of the Baltimore Fire. 

The announcement contained in yes- 
terday’s Constitution that the Green- 
wich Fire Insurance Company had re- 
tired from business on account of 
losses sustained in the recent Balti- 
more fire is probably only the first of 
several similar announcements that 
will come from the fire-swept district. 
The Commercial Union Assurance 
Company, of London, it is announced, 
will be responsible for all future 
losses on policies in the Greenwich 
company, so the policy holders are 
safe, although the company retires 
from the insurance field. 

All the losses of the Baltimore fire, 
even should they aggregate the tre- 
mendous sum of $100,000,000, will be 
paid. The old established companies 
have: promptl:; announced their 
healthy business condition and free- 
dom from embarrassment by reason 
of the recent heavy losses sustain- 
ed by recent fire disasters throughout 
the country. The big insurance com- 
panies learned a lesson from the Chi- 
cago fire of thirty years ago and the 
prevailing system of distributing fire 
risks has preserved them on this oc- 
casion from very severe individual 
losses. 

A remarkable lesson of the recent 
fire is the apparent littleness of our 
much boasted progress in fire-proof- 
ing. The giant structures of steel and 
brick and terra cotta flared up like 
so many tall torches or were bent and 
twisted and fused as bars of metal im 
a forge. The claim of absolute safety 
from fire in even the most improved 
and scientifically constructed “fire- 
proof” building has been laughed to 
scorn by the fire fiend. Experience of 
the past few years in New York have 
demonstrated that individual build- 
ings of all steel construction are in 
danger from neazby fires, as broken 
windows will let in the flames to of- 
fice fixtures and books and records. 
With itt18 or no wood work and no 
frame buildings to feed on, the Balti- 
more conflagration swept through 
blocks and blocks of cold granite and 
steel structures, leaving twisted and 
distorted shapes behind. 

The science of building and the con- 
trivances for the protection of the pub- 
lic from the fire demon have reached 
the most advanced stage in the world’s 
history and the ingenuity of man has 
accomplished much to lessen the dan- 
ger of the fire fiend’s constant men- 
ace. Nineteenth century skyscrapers 
are an 
anything we have ever known and it 
must be acknowledged that they re- 
sist, as far as is humanly possible, the 
overwhelming power of the force of 
fire. This force is primal, it is all- 


immeasurable advance over 
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\Servading and irresistible. Scientigts 


aver that the earth itself is a moltar 
mass at the center and only cool ne 
its crust. Since everything that goe 
toward the erection and equipment of 
our homes and theaters and schools 
and office buildings must be dug out 
of the earth and are, in the very na- 
ture of things, subject to this natural 
phenomena, the genius of man in al- 
most changing its nature in perfecting 
earthly material for his own use is 
astonishing. 

However, the same intense heat 
that will fuse steel until it can be 
beaten or melted into shape for build- 
ing purposes, can again warp and 
twist it into utter uselessness, regard- 
less of its coating and veneer of brick 
and terra cotta. It requires a degree 
of heat almost passing human compre- 
hension to convert steel into builders’ 
material, but an equal, or even less, 
degree of heat will convert it again 
into worthless junk. , 

In view of these considerations it is 
little wonder that a building cannot 
be made absolutely fire proof, to the 
extent of preserving undd@ all condi- 
tions their form and usefulness. But 
certainly they are a great advance in 
attractiveness and utility over the 
older designs and practically the only 
foe they need fear, paradoxical as it 
may seem, is from fire. The croakers 
who speil of corrosion have not yet a 
songle example on which to suspend 
their objections. 

It may be that architects and manu- 
facturers of fire-proofing material 


have reached the end of their row, 


and, again, their ingenuity may invent 
new processes to further insure public 
safety. It is a source of interesting 
and thoughtful speculation. 


Physical Defects of Children. 

It is hardly true that the race is 
deteriorating pnysically along with 
its correllary strides on physical and 
moral] lines. Mut there is no room for 
argument that we are subject to 
many ills that our primal and savage 
ancestors knew nothing about, and 
from which they suffered: no ill ef- 
fects, 

If a savage’s eyes were so badly 
defective in earlier days that he could 
not see to bring down his foe or se- 
cure provender for his table, there 
was no uncertainty as to what would 
happen to him. If his ears were so 
badly made that he could not catch 
the first rustle of approaching dan- 
ger or ascertain by their help the 
presence of the prey that was to 
constitute his dinner, the penalty of 
his incapacity was immediate and 
weighty. 

Science has mercifully preserved us 
from some of the crushing punish- 
ments of nature and is able in many 
instances to mechanically equip man 
in regayd to the parts and features 
that have become diseased and un- 
healthy. 

One of the most inviting fields to 
which science is now turning its at- 
tention, and necessary from every 
point of view, is the proper equip- 
ment of the little children, especially 
those who are yet under school in- 
struction and who are unconscious or 
unfamiliar with their own defects. 

In the public schools of Atlanta in- 
vestigation is now being made of the 
eyes and ears of each pupil to ascer- 
tain any defect in them that would 
prevent their making natural and sat- 
isfactory progress in the various 
studies that aid toward development. 
The teachers have been urged by Su- 
perintendent Slaton, of the public 
schools, to undertake this work at the 
earliest opportunity in order that the 
parents may be advised of their dis- 
coveries., 

This work should be prosecuted ac- 
tively and systematically. The child 
with defective vision or hearing labors 
under the most acute disadvantages 
and is handicapped and embarrassed 
by a physical disability of which he is 
many times not aware. To ascertain 
and correct this condition is the aim 
of the plan recently put on foot. 

A similar movement was started in 
the Atlanta public schools during last 
year, but for some reason was never 
pushed to completion. The measure 
is an important and wide reaching 
one, since it affects the standing, 
health, happiness and contentment of 
probably 40 per cent of the public 
school children. The little ones who 
can only see half way what is going 
on, or hear half way what instruction 
is being given in the class room can 
hardly be blamed for lack of the prog- 
ress by anxious parents or perplexed 
tutors. 

Minneapolis school reports show 
that a similar investigation in that 
city proved 32 per cent of the school 
children to have defective hearing or 
eyesight. There is a deep lesson in 
this for Atlanta, and it is an encour- 
aging sign that the school authorities 
are sensible of the very important 
bearing such .physical conditions have 
upon the general success of their edu- 
cational work, and of their after life.

Counter Proposition Iq Be 
Made L. & Mand Other

PROVISION HAS BEEN MADE 
FOR WASHINGTON VIADUCT 


Proposition That Will Be Submitted 
by Council’s Committees Next 
Monday Is Considerably 
Different from What 
Roads Wanted.

‘The counter proposition by the city to 
the Loultsville and Nashville and other 
railroads was decided upon during an ex- 
ecutive session of the bridge and street 
committees of council yesterday after- 
noon. The roads desire erecting freight 
depots at Central avenue and Waverly 
place and enlarging their yards from 
there east to the city limits. 7 

The most important of the provisions 
is one which declares that the railroads 
shall cede to the city permission to cross 
their tracks at any time and 4&grfee to 


bear their proportionate cost of the con- 
struction of the Washington street vVia- 
duct. This means that the structure 
will not be erected immediately. 

Representatives of the railroads and 
all citizess were excluded from the meét- 
ing of the two committees yesterday af- 
ternoon. Only City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, Chief Engineer R. M. Clayton 
and representatives of the newspapers 
were allowed to be present. 


The City’s Proposition. 

The agreement regarding the Washing- 
ton street viaduct was introduced by 
Councilman Holland and was seconded 
by Councilman Hynds, It is as fol- 
lows: 

“This permission is granted on the fur- 
ther condition that before exercising any 
of the rights herein granted the railroad 
companies interested shall convey to the 
city a good and sufficient right of way, 
60 feet wide, across properties of the 
railroads for the erection of a viaduct to 
connect Washington street with Court- 
land etreet or some point near said 
street. The gfade of such viaduct to 
be at such elevation as may be reached 
by a grade of not exceeding 4 per cent, 
beginning at the north curb line on Hun- 
ter etreet, at the corner of Washington 
street, as shown by profile map in the 
chief engineer's office, a copy of which 
profile is made part of this agreemgnt. 
An allowance of 4 feet floor space to be 
made below the grade line as shown on 
this profile.

Piedmou.. avenue: The raflroads to be 
allowed to raise cae pres@ne etructure 
three feet and build an additional gtruc- 
ture 85 feet wide ag requested in their 
petition. 

Grant sireet: Permission granted to 
lower the street, provided the present 
Clearance under the subway jg not les- 
sened, provided the raiiroads reimburse 
the street rallWay company and pro- 
vided the railroads perpetually ma/ntain 
one are Jighe in the subway. 

Boulevard: The railroads to he al- 
lowed to construct an underpass. pro- 
vided an east and west approach to it is 
made on the Decatur street side, gaid 
approaches to be entirely’ outside the 
presemt roadway and provided the entire 
cost ig borne by the railroads. 

Pearl street: Underpass allowed, pro-

Delta Place: Overhead bridge disap- 
proved of by committee because the city 
is sat:sfied with present condition.

Subway at Powell Street. 


Powell street: Closing of this crose- 
ing not agreed to. Committee recom- 
mends an underpass with a clearance of 
ten feet, and agrees to share in the 
cost of construction provided the cost to 
the municipality does not exceed $5,000. 

Moore street: Committee insists upon 
a grade crossing at Moore street, believ- 
ing an underpass impracticable and op- 
posing the closing of the crossing.

Section 6 of the proposal of the ral!- 
roads, Which provides that the city is 
not to extend any of its streets acrose 
between Pledmont avenue and Delta 
Place across the tracks of the rallroad, 
is disagreed to and 1s especially stricken 
in the counter proposition that will 
be made by the committees, 

A section fs added to the proposition 
of the city which requires all of the 
work done by the railroads to have the 
approval] of the chief engineer of At- 
lanta. ' 

The notes of the committees’ secreta- 
ry, Councilman Hynds, have been given 
to City Attorney James Ih Mayson, end 
he will draw the counter proposition of 
the municipality, which Is to be sub- 
mitted to the railroads during a public 
meeting that is to be held next Monday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The subway under Powell street was 
proposed by Councilman Holland and 
Hynds and Alderman Harwell, but it 
was agreed to by all the committeemen. 

The various features of the sounte* 
proposition were all unanimously agreed 
to, 

The meeting was ettended by Alder- 
man Terry and Councilman Bruce, who 
presided; Councilman Peters, Breiten- 
bucher, Hynds, Holland, Carter and al- 
derman Harwell. 
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F. Nankeno, a Japanese railway official 
of the Nipon railroad system of Japan, 
has just made a tour of the principal 
offices in the Atlanta railroad world. Mr. 
Nankeno spent only a few hours in the 
city, but he left behind him the record 
for the asking of questions. He spent 
some time in the offices of Superintend- 
ent Foraker and General Freight Agent 
Candler and proved a most interesting 
visitor. 

Mr. Nankeno proved in many ways that 
he was a practical railroad man in his 
every action and question. And as for 
questions, it is said that he left ¢very 
man interviewed gasping for breath at 
the time of saying goodby. All of the 
railroad men who met Mr. NankKeno were 
impressed with the wonderful fund otf 
information he had at his command. EI- 
forts were made to get his opinion on 
the war between Russia and Japan, but 
these were Mostly disappointing. He ex- 
pressed himself as greatly pleased with 
the reported results so far and seemed 
anxious to let it go at that. What he 
was most interested in was the Study of 
time tableg and train schedules, and in 
this confection he showed that he was a 
schedule expert. 

One of the railroad men of Atlanta 
showed him one of the newest devices 
along this line. Mr, NanKeno looked 4t 
it carefully for a few Moments and then 
pulled out the kind used on the Nipon 
road in Japan. It was almost identically 
the same schedule. There were a few 
changes, however, and of these Mr. Nan- 
keno made careful note. Having learn- 
ed all he wished in this connection, he 
immediately began a rapid fire of ques- 
tions regarding the rolling stock, the 
kind of locomotives used, their abilities 
in grade climbing, the cost of fuel, the 
equipment of passenger cOaches, the 
handling of freight traffic and a thousand 
other things of purely technical inter- 
est. 

While Mr. Nankeno was reticent re- 
garding the subject of war, he talked 
most interestingly regarding railroad 
Matters in Japan. On the road with 
which he was connected and on others 
that American engines and 
American methods were largely in vogu» 
and they were constantly introducing 
the latest fmprovements as rapidly #s° 
possible. His mission to this country 
was for the purpose of familiarizing him- 
self with the best and most practical 
of these improvements on which he 
would make a report as s00n as he re- 
turned to Japan. He was especially in- 
terested in coming’ to the south and 
learning of the transportation of fruit, | 
which is one of the large interests han- 
died in Japan. | 

After a few hours, Mr. Nankeno hur- 
ried on to Florida. Atlanta railroad 
men are agreed that when he returns to 
Japan and reads the observations from 


his notebook, that the officiais of the 
Nipon railroad will come about as near 


knowing how thimgs are done in the 


railroad world of Atlanta as if they had 
spent years in this city. On leaving he 
extended a cordial invitation to Atlanta 
railroad men to visit His offices in Japan 
when he said that he would be more 
than pleased to reciprocate his many 
kindnesses received here.

Atlanta railroad men are watching the 
struggle in the Far East with more than 
casual interest. They are especially in- 
terested in the xeports of the inland 
transportation of troops, both In the Is- 
land of Japan and on the Trans-Siberian 
railroad.

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Atlanta insurance men have been eager- 
ly awaiting the report of Chairman Tur- 
ner, of the general adjustment committee, 
regarding his estimate of the Baltimore 
losses. This report was received yester- 
day and it shows that Chairman Turner 
estimates the loss in the Baltimore con- 
flagration at $120,000,000, with insurance 
of $75,000,000. It is believed salvage 
and over insurance will reduce the com- 
pany loss to about $60,000,000. Atlanta 
insurance men say that they have the 
greatest confidence in Mr. Turner, who is 
known to be a conservative man, and his 
report is considered to be of more value 
than any report issued since the con- 
flagration by local experts. 

This estimate of the losses at $60,000,- 
000 is nearly three times the admitted 
losses as reported by the companies. It 
means that there js still to be reported 
an.insurance liability of some $35,000,000. 
Probably the true condition of affairs 
will not be learned until all of the of- 
ficial reports are made to the insurance 
departments. 

It is generally conceded among insur- 
ance men that the Baltimore companies, 
with a few exceptions, are wiped off of 
the map. The following companies are 
already reported to have entered receiver- 
ship proceedings: Baltimore, Firemen’s, 
Home, Maryland and Peabody. Of these 
companies the Maryland and Firemen’s 
have both protected their outstanding 
contracts by reinsurance, but the othera 
are reported to have been too badly crip- 
pled to take similar action. 

According to the latest reports the Bal- 
timore Equitable was not involved. Presi- 
| dent Barry says that the Security will 
continue, the German will get through 
with £900,000 loss and an unimpaired 
capital and the German-American will 
come through the fire with its surplus 
gone and part of its capital swept away. 

The following appears in The Insurance 
Field: 

It is.a matter of concern that although 
the estimated losses ag furnished by com- 
panies aggregate not to exceed $25,000,- 
000, the claims filed with the general com- 
mittee of adjusters at Baltimore amount 
to $75,000,000, and,@ess reinsurance and 
salvage, are expected to reach not less 
than $60,000,000. But in the published 
lists that go to muke up the $25,000,000 
are included many reinsurance losses. It 
is quite apparent that either the losses 
have been overestimated by the Balti- 
more committee, underestimated by the 
various companies, or have been plaved 
abroad or in offices that have not been 
quoted. No mention has yet been made 
of Lloyds, London, holdings in the pub- 
lished lists, and yet they must be inter- 
ested heavily. It is the custom of under- 
writers at Lloyds to follow English com- 
panies, and the large losses of these 
offices would make it reasonably certain 
that the gamblers at the Old Coffee house 
must be hit in the solar plexus.

STATE NEEDS AN AUDITOR, 
COMMITTEEMEN DECLARE 


Want All Money Handled Directly from the Treasury. 
What the Investigation Has Shown--Politics 
Over the State. 


N auditor for the state of Geor- 
Ae and the handling of all public 
moneys, directly from the treasury 


are among the important recommende- 
tions which will be Made by the.commit- 
tee appointed to investigate all of the 
state departments and institutions which 


handle public funds. 

The fact that these recommendations 
will probably be made in the commit- 
tee’s report was brought out by Senator 
P. H. Comas, of the third district, 
and Representative J. E. Hayes, of Ma- 
con county, who were at the capitol 
yesterday, having returned from a trip 
of mspection at the state academy for 
the deaf and dumb at Cave Spring. These 
two members of the investigation, com- 
mittee were accompanied on the trip 
by Chairman Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, 
and Senators Christie and Duncan, of the 
thirty-sixth. Hon, P. M. Muiherin, of 
Richmond, the other member, is still se- 
riously ill at his home in Augusta. 
Messrs. Hall, Christie and Duncan went 
directly to their homes, but Senator 
Comas and Mr. Hayes stopped over in 
Atlanta for the day. 

“We think all of the money expended 
for state institutions should be handled 
direct from the treasury,” Senator Co- 
mas said, “instead of by treasurers @p- 
pointed by the boards of these various 
institutions as at present. At present 
good salaries are paid in‘almost every 
instance except that of the ‘State Sani- 
tarium. By having the work all done at 
the state treasury, which woud require 
a small addition to the clerical force, the 
state would save money and at the same 
time be enabled through its proper offi- 
cers to keep an absolute check on every 
account, 

“Then, too, the state is in need of an 
auditor who shall see to it that every ac- 
count is correct. The comptroller gen- 
eral, upon whom this duty now falls, 
does it to the best of his ability, but he 
needs some assistance and relief, and he 
realizes himself the need of an audi- 
tor."’ 

The investigating committee has yisited 
and inspected all of the state institutions 
now except the Technological school and 
the North Georgia Agriculture! college 
at Dahlonega. These will be taken up 
some time this spring, and then Mst of 
all the committee will inspect the books 
and accounts of state house officials. 
Senator Comas complimented very highly 
the systems used at the state normal 
school and the state university. 

“But some of the systems are very 
lax,” he said, ‘and the only reason the 
state has not lost money as a reSult of 
them is because she has had fionest men 
in her service.” 

The report on the finances of the state 
which the committee will make to the 
legislature will go back over a period of 
ten years. The figures in this connection 
are being prepared by Major R. H. 
Campfield, of Albany, the expert book- 
keeper employed to assist the committee 
in its investigations. Major Campfield’s 
report will show what each state insti- 
tution has had and spent during the 
decade and just how it ‘has spent it. 

Senator Comas and Mr. Hayes both 
said they were surprised at the news 
of the suicide of C. H. Troutman, the 
cashier of the Merchants and Farmers’ 
bank at Milledgeville. 

“We went over the books he Kept as 
treasurer of the state sanitarium only 
last November,’ Senator Comas said, 
“and found them in splendid shape. So 
‘all of the shortage has come since that 
time.” 

A prominent Baldwin county man who 
was here: yesterday said Troutman’s 
shortage was all incurred within the last 
three or four weeks. 

“Troutman thought cotton was going 
to 20 cents,’” he said, “and that is why 
he became $20,000 short.” 

Senator Comas and Mr. Hayes said it 
would be some days yet, perhaps weeks, 
before the committee takes up the Tech 
and agricultural college at Dahlonega. 
The state house officials will probably 
not be inspected until ust before the 
time for the legislature to meet. The 
committee has already consumed about 
twenty-five days of the forty days given 
it by legislative resolution. The commit- 
tee may consume as much time as it 
Sees fit, but will be allowed pay only 
forty days. 

SENATOR SKELTON’S VIEWS: Hon. 
James H. Skelton, member of the pres- 
ent state senate and author of the bill 
changing the time of the meeting of the 
legislature from October to June, writes 
the following communication to The Con- 
stitution apropos of the necessary exten- 
sion of the term of the office of the pres- 
ent governor as a result of the changing 
of the time of the meeting of the legis- 
lature: 

Hartwell, Ga., February 17.~Kditor 
Constitution: The position Hon. John 
Temple Graves takes in regard to the 
present governor's disqualification for re- 
election and on the two term precedent, 
is wrong. The politicians did not establish 
the two term precedent. The constitution 
of 1868 fixed the term of service at four 
years and the governor was not disquali- 
fied-:or ineligible to reelection. The con- 
Stitution of 1877 cut the term of office 
of governor to two years and makes him 
ineligible to reelection after he has 
Served the second term for a period of 
four years. After he has served his sec- 
ond term in other words he is not eligt- 
ble to hold the office again until after 
four years have expired from the expl- 
ration of his second term. Mr. Graves 
does not understand the meaning of ar- 
ucle 5, sectron !, if he thinks that no 
man should hold ‘the executive office for 
e longer period than four years. The 
plain, unmistakable language is that the 
governor shall hold his office during the 
term of two years.and until his succes- 
sor shall be chosen and qualified. Now 
the change of the session of the general 
assembly from October to June does add 
to Governor Terrell’s term of office and 
all other state officials and members of 
the general assembly eight months, but 
the extension of service applies only to 
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those now in office and will not occur 
again under the present law, and Gov- 
ernor Terrell is in no way responsible far 
the present status of affairs brought 
@bout by the law changing the session of 
the general assembly from October to 
June. Mr. Graves, through the columns of 
the Atlanta News and other daily papers 
over the state did render valuable 4s- 
sistance to the author of the bill and 
aided m&@terially in passing the bill and 
overriding the veto of Governor Terrell, 
and I am glad to say that the people are 
satisfied with the change and are perfect- 
ly contented with the extension of the 
present governor,“and state officials, term 
of office eight months which will not oc- 
cur again under the present hw. There 
was absolutely no way to make the 
change and avoid the extension of ser- 
vice as to the present officials.

The po ' 
cians, the aspirants for the governorship, 
would naturally prefer that a governor 
shoul@ have only one term, for a single 
term would afford more opportunity to 
ambitious men to occupy the office. 

They would not have to wait so long for 
an incumbent to retire. On the con- 
trary, the people prefer to have as few 
contested state elections as possible. 
They do not care to ‘be harassed by hot 
conflicts over the governorship every two 
years, and they belleve that if a governor 
has given an intelligent, faithful and 
honest administration during his firet 
term he should be accorded an indorse- 
ment, and allowed a second term of ser- 
vice without opposition. This is fair, 
just, equitable and democratic. It is a 
custom that will not soon be broken or 
abandoned. The vast majority of the 
people have always approved of this 
usage, but some politicians and disap- 
pointed office seekers have objected to it. 

“TI¢ there is any demand on the part 
of the people to abolish th® ‘Two Term 
Precedent’ we have not heard of it. If 
there is any strong protest by the massés 
against the custOm we have been unable 
to detect it. We think every worthy 
official should be givem at least two terms 
of public service, and this is the belief 
of the people generally. That this is 
true is proven by the readiness and will- 
ingness with which they reelect faithful 
and efficient officers. After one term of 
service an intelligent official js better 
qualified to discharge the duties of his 
position. Experience and observation 
teach him. s , 

“The framers of our state constitution 
were wise and patriotic men. They were 
statesmen—not mere politicians. They 
were of the people, by the people, from 
the people and with the people. In their 
wisdom, justice and moderation they said 
let the governor be entitled to two terms.

The facts in the case were reported to 
the police, and Mounted Policeman Gloer, 
after an investigation, took the children 
to the police station and turned them 
over to Mrs. Bohnefeld, the police ma- 
tron, and also made police court cases 
against the father and mother. Mrs. 
Faulkenberg stated to Judge broyles 
that she was unable to work and care 
for the children and gave this as the 
reason why she had placed two of them 
with the negro woman and the other 
one with a neighbor. She stated that it 
was her intention to leave the children 
with the other parties during the day, 
while she was out at work, and to call 
for them at night, but it was shown that 
she had not done this.

DUNWODY JONES 
YIELDS T0 DEATH 


Well-Known Citizen of At- 
~  fanta Dies of Pneu- 
monia 


Yesterday morning at 8:30 o’clock Ma- 
jor James Dunwody Jones, departed this 
life at his late residence on Jackson 
street, surrounded by his immediate fam- 
ily. 

Major Jones ha@ many friends in At- 
lanta and throughout this state and 
Florida, who will be grieved to know 
of his death. He was 62 years of age 
and until. recently was as vigorous and 
active as any young man half his age. 
The early years of his manhood were 
spent in the confederate army from the 
beginning to the end of the war.

STOCKS WERE WEAK 
AT THE CLOSING 


Due Mainly to Drive Against Copper 
and Brooklyn Transit. 


Market Was Very Dul—Some of the 
Inactive Stocks Made Wide 
* Losses, Which Indicated a 
Downward Tendency 
of Prices, 


New York, February 19.—The inaction 
of today’s stock market was a natural 
sequence of the behavior of the market 
On preceding days of the week. The 
efforts of the traders having proved un- 
available either to depress or to advance 
prices they seemed to give up their at- 
tempts today. Except Amalgamated 
Copper and Brooklyn Transit, not a sin- 
gle stock of first rate importance moved 
4s much as a point away from last 
night’s level. Some of the inactive 
stocks made wide losses, and this in- 
dicated the prevaling downward ten- 
dency of prices, nearly imperceptibie 
though it was. The selling for foreign 
account was the most conspicuous feat- 
ure of the day, and was a measure of the 
uneasiness felt abroad over the threat 
of complications of other great powers 
in the hostiltities in the kar East, or 
in the threatened outbreak in the Balk- 
ans. Private cabies report the pressure 
upon the markets in HKBerlin and Pais, 
where some fears were said to exist- of 
financial embarrassments. Both these 
money centers are largely committed to 
Kussian securities, botn state and indus- 
trial, and the fall in the prices since 
che war broke out supposes the necessi- 
ty of some protective measures by their 
hoiders. These measures seem to bavw 
extended to the selling of some Ameri- 
can securities wh.ch affects the New 
York market. The effect of actual war 
news here seems unimportant, but the 
wheat market sufficiently indicates the 
importance that would he attached tu 
the involvement of other European pow- 
ers. The prospects of a strong bank 
statement had little effect on stocks. The 
indicated gain of cash from the interior 
may be due to the preparation of inte- 
rior government depositories to transfer 
20 per cent of their deposits to desig- 
nated New York banks in response tq 
‘the call of the secretary of the troas- 
ury to provide for the Panama canal 
payment, 

The effect of this operation will be 
seen, therefore, to increase in the first 
place the cash in New York banks. The 
effect when the actual remittances shall 
be made to Panama stockholders is still
